And while 1 u':hI citizen.a aro justly 
proud of its pioneem whore faith and 
cotuidrnco in the poc.alL'iUtle3 of grow’ 
Ing fruit Is now reflcled in the ac¬ 
tual apple crops grown in Uaynioud 
gardens, there is one outstanding 
achievement along the sara: line that 
Is indeed very commendable, and 
which l3 not only a Eurprlse lo many, 
br.t has no doubt been overlooked, 
and that l.s the orchard of flne apples ' 
grown on the farm of the late K. P. ^ 
Walscott, which Is located about ; 
three miles couth of Raymond and ^ 
alongcldc the Magrath road. ' 

Tree I..nd,'a 

This orchard haa some 25 trees 
whose laden branches are droopinf 
lo the ground w’ith come of he be^l 
apples and crabs cccn in any local 
orchard, which indeed might justly 
aroure the envy of C.C. prcducerp. 

The fact that the frull-bear n;: 
troca are surrounded by a wiiid’orcaU 
of large w’illowe and other trees bar 
concealed from those passing, the 
beautiful picture nature lias prodiicet 
by the applei of many colors. And 
while the yellow applas and crabs ar- 
perhaps a favorite color choeen bj 
many, yet It lakes the bright rod var¬ 
ieties which are so numerous on the 
trees cf the Walscott farm to mak< 
a pretty and Impressive score which 
certainly Is pleaeiag and delightful 
It is because of Uik that the grow¬ 
ers have been quite reluctant in pick 
ing the fruit. 

Lute Fa!! Variety 
The applo, the variety of which I: 
not known by the prerent tenant or 
tb'j place, rcremblca the B.C. Winesaf 
but the texture and flavor is quite 
similar to the Wealthy, and is a lat< 
variety. There are many apple 
trees of this same variety that arc 
producing very heavily. 

The crabapple trees, however, con 
el.-t of cevcral varieties, whose name: 
one can easily recognize. T’lc'e con 
slat of the Transcendent, Hyslop am' 
Strawberry, etc. 

The Walscott farm, which is now 
owned by Miss H. Walscclt, sister o,' 
the deceased farmer, con.'rlst.s of over 
3,000 acres of some very choice land 
The farm, wdth its Lne, modern $20. 
000 home, is perhaps one of the most 
Ideal in this district, which not only 
Indicates proeperity, but thorough 
ness and skill in its entire arrange¬ 
ment. 

Besides the orchard, there Is a nat¬ 
ural windbreak of many trees cn the 
north and we.qt, n»ul It is far enough 
from the resldenre to i^O 'mit a drive- 
W'ay around the hou: (» for cars. 

This farm has alway.? been in the 
lead as a heavy v/hcrit producer, %vith 
returns this year being above the av¬ 
erage, which l3 ov?r GO bu'hels on 
nore than 590 acre.s. Borne of the 
fields arc even exceeding the 40 bush 
cl mark this fall.
